“ALL-AMERICAN” 


SWATTED AGAIN 
Secretary Lane Points Out 
Objections to Canal. 
Would Make Speculation in 
Land Almost Certain. 


| Also Objects to Swapping for 


Lands of the State. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Once 
more the Interior Department has 
swatted the all-American canal 
project. 

In a letter sent to Judge Kinkaid. 
chairman of the House Committee 
on Irrigation, Secretary Lane calls 
for many changes in the last draft 
of the bill and urges some amend- 
ments. 

Foremost of these changes is the 
requirement that all entries by sol- 
diers under the preference act be 
under the homestead act. He ad- 
vocates a change in section nine also, 
so that, as changed, the preference 
provision reads: The right of en- 
try under the homestead laws in 
tracts not to exceed 160 acres to 
any person upon the payment of 
$1.25 per acre.” 

This deals with the preference ac- 
corded to soldiers to acquire public 
lands within the project, continues 
Secretary Lane in the letter. He 
says further: The bill as drawn 
would permit, and in my opinion oc- 
casion, speculation in these lands, 
for as soon as entered and reclama- 
tion assured they would have a sal- 
able value of anywhere from 320 eo 
$200 per acre. 

SPECULATION POSSIBLE. 

“If the object be—and I presume 
it is—to enable soldiers to obtain 
homes upon the land under the 
homestead laws, which would pre- 
clude disposition or sale prior to 
final proof of residence for the pe- 
riod required by these laws, it would 
be for that period at least a bar 
to speculation and attach the soldier 
to the land.“ 

Secretary Lane is also againg the 
proposal to allow the State of Call- 
fornia to exchange lands for any of 
the public lands for use in State set- 
tlement work, but agrees that the 
State may have the option to pur- 
chase not to exceed 60,000 acres for 
such purpose, conditional on forfeit- 
ing such land if the State does not 
promptiy prepare the same for set-

TO LOCATE 13 SHIP 
FUEL OIL STATIONS. 


SHIPPING BOARD ESTABLISH- 
ING THEM FOR FLEET 
THROUGHOUT WORLD.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Locations 
of thirteen fuel oil stations to sup- 
ply bunkers for steamships of the 
United States Shipping Board fleet 
were made public here today. Two 
of these stations, one at St. Thomas, 
Virgin Islands, with 110,000 barrels 
capacity, and the other at Brest, 
France, with 165,000 barrels ca- 
pacity, are now in operation. 

The other stations for which 
tentative arrangements have been 
made are: 1 
Ponta Del Gada— Tank barse. 
Wasagya, 25,000 barrels, ready this 
month and to serve until permanent 
station is provided; Cape Verde is- 
lands—-Tank barge as temporary 
station: Bizerta, Aigiers——-Three 
tanks with 165,000 barrels capacity; 
Constantinople—Three tanks with 
165,000 barrels capacity; Colombo— 
Three tanks with 165,000 barrels ca- 
pacity. Shanghai, China—Three 
tanks, 165,000 barrels. Manila 
Two tanks, 110,000 barrels ca- 
pacity. 

The foregoing stations, it is ex- 
pected, will be ready for operation 
by April 1. 

At Honolulu there will be two 
tanks of 110,000 barrels capacity, to 
be erected by the Shipping Board on 
leased land and, if possible, ready 
for use by June 1.

Scott 
and John Biddle, predecessors ‘ of 
Gen. Peyton C. March as Chief of 
Staff. The Secretary denied emphat- 
ally Gallivan’s statement that these 
officers were removed for inefficiency, 
and said he made the letter pubiie

Representative Gallivan, in his 
statement, declared ory one enlist- 
ed man “apparently error.“ had 
been awarded a Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal, while 554 officers and 33 
civiliang had been given this deco- 
ration. He quoted figures as to 
awards made, adding that he did 
not desire to anticipate or befuddle 
the distinguished Secretary of War.”’ 

Let it not be forgotten, said Mr. 
Gallivan's statement, that the act 
creating the Distinguished Service 
Medal abolished the Certificate of 
Merit. the oldest decoration of the 
American army, which wus for en- 
listed men only.

“France dictated the part of the 
treaty that Hoover does not like. It 
is true that territorial co:icessions 
may be altered under Article XIX 
(providing reconsideration of treat- 
fes,) but Article V insists that all 
decisions be unanimous. Thus, 
France can stifle any movement 
which the other nations all regard 
as just. The peace is a Clemenceau 
peace and the league a Clemenceau 
league. 

“When labor is in power she will 
amend the unanimity clause of the 
covenant and then revise the treaty. 
The unanimity clause makes the 
growth of Europe towards enlight- 
ened democracy impossible. One 
backward country or imperialist 
government may balk the world’s 
progress.”

CHARGES GREAT 
SHIPPING FRAUD 


Government Robbed of Many 
Millions on Coast, Report. 


Special Investigator Named to 
Run Down Plotters. 


Scandal Said to Affect Yards 
at Pacific Ports. 


IBY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.— 
Frauds involving many millions of 
dollars in connection with the biild- 
ing of ships for the government in 
Oregon, Washington and California 
have been unearthed by government 
investigators, it became known today 
when William H. Tidwell, special 
agent of the Treasury Departinent, 
was appointed chief assistant to 
Special Assistant United States At- 
torney -General Bert Schlesinger 
here. 

It is understood that Atty.-Gep. 
Palmer, on the strength of the scope 
of the alleged discovery of graft in 
Pacific Coast shipyards, has ordered 
the United States Shipping Board to 
hold up claims approximating $37,- 
000,000 to await the outcome of the 
investigation. 

USED FALSE VOUCHERS. 

The government, according to in- 
formation from authoritative 
sources, is alleged to have been de- 
frauded of more than a biliion dol- 
lars through shipyard conspiracies 
working by the payment of faise 
vouchers for sums that shipbuilders 
obtained illegally. A score of very 
prominent shipbuil magnates 
are uyderstood to be involved in the 
investigation, which is said to have 
reached the stage calling for special 
Federal grand jury sessions in the 
cities of Oregon, Washington and 
California where big shipbduilding 
piants are located. 

Cost-plus contracts awarded by 
the government for construction of 
vesseis during the war, by which 
the builders were allowed 10 per 
cent. over what they claimed to be 
the cost of construction, were said 
today to have been the medium of 
the alleged frauds. 

TO FEDERAL JURY. 

Assistant Attorney-General Schles- 
inger is to leave tomorrow for Seat- 
tie, where it is understood the first 
Federal grand jury sessions dealing 
with the reported discoveries of gov- 
ernment agents working under 
Schlesinger will be held. Subsequent 


j*meetings of Federal grand juries will. 


be held in other large cities of the 
Coast in rapid succession, it was 
stated. Schlesinger refused today 
to discuss in detail the discoveries 
thus far made, stating that the de- 
tailed work of his department.was 
necessarily of @ secr.t nature. 

Tidwell stated that he had re- 
ceived telegraphic instructions from 
the Treasury Department to join 
Schlesinger immediately as his chief 
investigator, Schlesinger and Tid- 
well were in conference today as to 
the next steps to be taken in the in- 
vestigation. Schlesinger was said to 
have secured considerable evidence 
which it is proposed to place before 
8 juries as rapidly as possible in 
the various shipyard centers. 

HAS WIDE EXPERIENCE. 

Spebial Agent Tidwell left his 
treasury post today to engage in his 
new work. He has had wide experi- 
ence as a government investigator 
and handled the prosecution of the 
western fuel cases here several years 
ago, in which a number of San Fran- 
cisco capitalists were convicted and 
‘the government recovered nearly a 
million dollars of which it had been 
defrauded in customs duties on coal. 

Schlesinger fett his private prac- 
tice two months ago at the request 
of Atty.-Gen. Palmer to devote his 
entire time to the present investiga- 
tion. 

OFFICIALS ARE SILENT.

The entire flood construction work 
in two canyons northwest of the city 
of San Fernando were washed out 
and completely destroyed by the 
rai hich, we might say, on ac- 
court of their gentlieness—we al- 

dy have not had. In other words. 
fifty of the alleged retardation 
structures in one canyon and thirty 
of them in a side canyon, and about 
forty of them in an adjoining can- 
yon, on which a crew of ten to twen- 
ty men of the County Flood Control 
Department worked almost the en- 
tire summer, went out with the fog. 

In the path of the pent-up tor- 
rent, which was artificially created 
by the Idiotie engineering, one of 
the finest lemon and orange ranches 
in the county was partially de- 
stroyed, and a damage suit against 
the taxpayers: ranging from $20,000 
to $50,000 is in preparation. 

Reports from other parts of the 
county state that occasionally dams 
in other canyons have already col- 
lapsed and that the construction is 


— of such a character that they may 


easily be destroyed, and substantial 
complaints have been coming in that 
much of the channel correction, work 
is of such flimsy character that dam- 
age suits involving millions against 
the county is the most likely fruit 
of the first step made by Southern 
California to. save itself from the 
fate of Mesopotamia. 

This organization has not had 

ithe resources to have all of the facts 
exsemined. Engincering discussions 
are usually clouded in such a maze 
of technicalities that the general 
public finds it difficult to follow; 
but every resident of this region now 
knows that there has been no rain 
this season that could account for 
the destruction of any flood con- 
struction works which were erected 
with anv regard for engineering 
principles, for which reason ft is 
probably time for commercial and. 
civic bodies to investigate the situa- 
tion. 
Por our own investigation of the 
two canyons fronting on the Stewart 
rarch we found that filmsy imita- 
tations of check dams, consisting 
merely of stone mounds, were con- 
structed in defiance of all the rules 
of the simplest, 
common sen 


the ridge, the first loose rubble struc- 
ture was started at a point about a 
mile below the crest of the canyon, 
so that the first waters of the steep- 
est grade at the head of the canyon 
were allowed to take a running 
jump of one mile to batter against 
the loose stone mounds of rock be- 


low. 

This was very mich as if a 
builder should start a spiral stairway 
four stories below the top floor of 
a sky-scraper and expect pedestrians 
to jump the first four flights and 
then descend gracefully down the 
remaining steps. 

With such a headway the first re- 
tarding structure in Stewart Can- 
von Was demolished and 50.9000 ad- 
ditional gallons of water were let 
loose onto the small structure below 
and the whole works swept out of 
the canyon onto the ranch property 
of William H. Stewart. 

Stewart ronch w were 
to be check-dammed. The main 
canyon contained a score or more 
of solid concrete check dams in- 
staed several years ago at the per- 
sonal expense of Mr. Stewart by En- 
gineer Sondereger, and not one of 
those structures collapsed, in spite 
of the fact that this dreadfy torrent 
and all the debrie of eighty col- 
lapsed dams byil& by the county 
hatumered and swept over them. 

“ALL WASHED OUT.” 

In this smaller canyon, known as 
the East Stewart Canyon, there were 
forty or fifty of the flimsy retarda- 
tion structures erected by the Coun- 
ty Flood Control. all of which were 
washed out and spread over the cit- 
rus grove ou the mesa. 

The total rainfall of the shower 
was one and one-quart@ inches for 


walls of the canyon show conclusive- 
ly that there was no special disturb- 
ance or erosion in the vicinity. The 
side ravines in the main canyon 
showed that there was no unusual 
rainfall or erosion and another can- 
yon heading in the same peak has 
its flood-flow clearly marked on the 
walls of certain cement conduits 
which trrefutably show that there 
was no general flood peak in that

HE INSANITY DODGE. 

Ever since Harry Thaw escaped the 
electric chair through a-technical plea of 
insanity it has been the custom of the de- 
fense in cases involving a peculiarly-revolt- 
ing murder to set up the plea that the de- 
fendant is not guilty because he is afflicted 
with some form of dementia. Human mad- 
ness is something that is not clearly de- 
fined, and there is always a flock of special- 
iste to testify, for a remuneration, 
that the assassin is of unsound mind. 

: Such defenses, when backed by unlimited 
capital, have become the bane of justice. 
So it is particularly gratifying to find that 
the jury in the New case dismissed the 
insanity plea made in his defense with but 
scant consideration. Granting that Harry 
New was not a likely specimen of young 
manhood and that he had at times been 
guilty of recklessness and stupidity, there 
was no denying the fact that he was sane 
enough to seduce a young woman under 
a pledge of marriage and to kill her on a 
lonely road rather than face the conse 
quences of his evil deeds. He was sane 
enough to figure out the consequences of 
his folly and to seek to avoid them. As 
Dist.-Atty. Woolwine said, he was as insane 


as a fox. It may be argued that his deed was 


that of a degenerate; but to permit him to 
escape punishment for his dastardly crime 


of right and wrong may have 

warped by the sins of his parents. 
if virtue and chastity are to be pre- 
served society must defend itself against 
human perverts. New had been held sane 
enough to perform all the functions of a 
citizen and a Soldier, and his sanity was not 
questioned until it became a defense when 
he had added to the crime of seduction the 
equally revolting crime of murder.

Here his 
contributions when on the staff of the Not- 
tingham Journal began to attract notice, 
and finally he moved to London and became 
a “star.” One of the first places to recog- 
nize his genius was the ancient University 
of St. Andrews, of which he is now Lord 
Rector. It gave him an honorary doctorate 
in laws twenty years azo, and now, as ma- 
ture man of 60, this typical “pawky Scot” is 
still further honored in his own homeland 
and becomes Lord Rector. ; 

The leading statesmen and literary men 
of Britain are pleased to accept the honor,. 
unless they shrink from a public speech; 
for the Lord Rector’s address is one of the 
things to remember in a student’s curricu- 
lum. Gladstone and Carlyle were the two 
earliest Lord Rectors of Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, and Carlyle’s address on the occasion 
finds a prominent place in his literary re- 
maing and it made a deep impression at the 
time. So with the historian, James Anthony 
Froude, who was Lord Rector of St. An- 
drews from 1868 to 1871; his address was a 
literary masterpiece. The world will look 
forward with interest to Barrié’s deliver- 
ance on this occasion of bis life: his well- 
known reticence will probably take the form 
of quaint humor and whimsicalities. In any 
case he will endeavor to convey a message 
and real inwardness.

OOVER ON SOCIALISM, 

Herbert Hoover runs away from all 
Presidential gossip and has neither desire 
nor ambition for high office, but no man 
whose name is so well and favorably known 
to the world’s millions can escape the sng 
gestion of his fellows. As the advertising 
bureau would put it: What's the use of 
all this publicity? Why not make it 
count?”

It is claimed by his 
friends that Hoover is a Progressive Repubd- 
lican. At any rate, he fs not a rigid parti 
san and, like Pershing, has been claimad 
by both great parties. Probably he is an 
international American, if Hiram Johnson 
éan conceive of any such animal. Hoover 
was asked his views on the collection cf 
socialistic and anarfchistic theories that 
were permitted to run wild in this country 
and to his friend, Julius Barnes, head of 
the governmént grain corporation, he made 
this statement: “All of these forms of so- 
cialism are based on one primary concep- 
tion and that is that the productivity of the 
human being can be maintained under the 
impulse of altruism and that the selection 
of the particular human for his most pro- 
ductive performance can be made hy some 
superimposed buteaucracy. This is wholly 
erroneous to start with. My emphatic con- 
clusion from all these observations is that 
socialism as-a philosophy of human appl. 
cation is bankrupt.”

The object of all com- 
petitive sport being to win, and win 
decisively, it would seem fair to 
recognize this theory in tennis.
